in Dayton, where a private 
developer renovated an old 
building on the grounds of the 
Dayton Mental Health Center 
for senior citizen housing. 

The hilltop structure is in “no 
where near as bad a shape as 
the Dayton Mental Health Cen- 
ter site,” Cunningham added, 
“precedent has already been 
set (there).” 

Cunningham adds that the 
project, which has a developer 
interested, would bring addi- 
tional jobs into the hilltop and 
Franklinton areas of Colum- 


bus. 

“The building at the Central 
Ohio Psychiatric Hospital 
would be an asset to the com- 
munity,’’ Cunningham be- 
lieves. “The hilltop is the next 
section of the inner city to 
grow.” 

State Rep. Mike Stinziano 
(D-Columbus), who repres- 
ents the area, is preparing to 
draft legislation which would 
permit the Department of Men- 
tal Health to sell the land to a 
potential developer for $1, in 
order to facilitate development 
of the project.

Dear Editor: 

Recently, several articles have 
appeared in the press concerning the 
problems facing the Cleveland Public 
Library, problems of which some people 
may be still unaware. This is an attempt 
to shed a little more light on the subject. 

The problems are financial in nature, 
caused by the loss of some $2,737,000 in 
tax revenue, or roughly 10 percent of the 
annual income for 1984. The Cuyagoha 
County Library gained a like amount 
from a decision rendered by the Ohio 
Board of Tax Appeals in a case appealed 
in 1984, but not decided until December 
1985, when the 1984 allocation had been 
spent. 

The city and county library systems 
have differing, sometime opposing phit- 
osophies on a library's role. Therefore, 
the question of unification which has 
been suggested in the past, and has sur- 
faced again, needs to be Carefully evalu- 
ated by the people served, and not 
decided in haste, as a “quick fix” for the 
present dilemma. Persons living in the 
city neéd to be wary, lest another valua- 
ble service is lost to them. 

Clevelanders have always appre- 
ciated their fine library system, evi- 
denced by the overwhelming support 


given to C.P.L.’s levy campaign last 
November. The Board of Trustees and 
staff have tried to reciprocate by provid- 
ing quality service, and by continuing to 
upgrade branches and to replace obso- 
lete ones with modern buildings, so that 
all Clevelanders, no matter the eco- 
nomic level, have access to the best 
library services in pleasant surround- 
ings. second to none in the country. 
The main building, an architectural 
gem, and the repository of many collec- 
tions unsurpassed in the country, with 
“an unlimited research potential, is a 
Cleveland treasure. Visits to any of the 
facilities, branch or downtown, are wel- 
comed by staff and would dispel any hint 


of the library system's loss.of reputati ani ! : 
ry 8 si _ yon _ Sons who have taken or granted C.P.L.’s 


as a leader in the field. 


The system is as nationally 
reknowned as ever, Probably more so. 
Dr. Ervin J. Gaines, recently retired 
director, had the foresight to insure that 
_C.P.L. was among the first to automate. 
The automated system is a model for 
libraries ail over the world, has been 
joined by systems in many parts of 


northern Ohio, and is visited almost — 


weekly by representatives of systems 
throughout the country. 


Probably the chief fault of the Cleve- 
land Public Library is not “tooting its 
own horn” sufficiently. Its board, over 
the years, has been dedicated to the 
continuance of a great library system, 
and has worked quietly to that end, 
without the controversy of some other 
public boards. Even in the present crisis, 
remedies for the financial drain have 
been sought “in house” via attrition, a 
lowered book budget, and the elimina- 
tion of as few services as possible, after 
alternatives have been worked out. So 
far, services to the vast majority of 
patrons have been maintained. 


It is time, boweyer, that the many per- 


_.--Superior service realize that it may not 
always be there. The Cuyahoga County 
Budget Commission, Ohio Board of Tax 
Appeals, and Ohio Supreme Court who 
will hear library appeals in the near 
future, should be made aware of how 
Clevelanders feel about their fine library 
system. ‘

Unfortunately, most govern- 
mental codes and regulations 
concentrate solely on a51 percent 
ownership and control criteria. 
During the process of writing and 
revising the MBE ordinance and 
regulations, the City of Cleveland 
reviewed the ordinances, codes, 
regulations, and notice to bidders 
of several cities, states and federal 
agencies. In addition, the staff of 
the City's Office ‘of Equal Oppor- 
tunity interviewed the compliance 
officers of several of these 
governmental entities. 

The staff found that most of the 
other entities relied solely on the 
51 percent ownership and control 
criteria. Many of the compliance 
officers readily admitted that the 
limited criteria of ownership made 
it extremely difficult to monitor 
projects. Consequently, a majority 
prime contractor is more easily 
able to shop for lower bids from 
MBE subcontractors after he has 
received a bid award. After the bid 
is awarded, he may perform the 
work himself or subcontract to 
another majority, even though he 
initially subcontracted to an MBE. 
And even though the MBE subcon- 
tractor in a venture might be sanc- 
tioned for a non-compliance, the

If you think the Reagan administration's priorities regarding poor 
people are unfair, Don Day is seeking a penny for your thoughts. 

Day, a labor official with the American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees (AFSCME), is spokesperson for a group 
called Americans for a Common Sense Budget. 

The group, comprised nationally of more than 150 organizations -- 
including the NAACP, the Urban League, and the A. Phillip Randolph 
Institute -- is protesting the proposed Reagan budget initiatives, 
which would, they believe, gut what remains of the nation’s social 
benefit programs -- the so-called “safety net” which President Rea-. 
gan promised would be maintained. 

The group is also protesting the nation’s tax policies which allow 
some major corporations to make literally billions of doilars in profits 


Americans for a Common Sense Budget is attempting to enlist the

The Administration's 
Cabinet-level committee 


welfare policies seems to be 
headed down the wrong road. 
Recent news accounts indi- 
cate that its “reforms” will 
probably be more of the same 
thing - abdication of federal 
responsibility for national 
social problems and more 


for the poor. 

As the federal study train 
chugs down disaster road, itis 
important for public and con- 
gressional opinion to be 
mobilized to pressure the 
Administration not to pursue 
such a foolhardy approach. 

The states have been innov- 
ative, but moving social wel- 
fare programs into a block 
grant -- a step the study pane! 
seems to be considering -- vir- 
tually ensures increased.

citizens. 

Welfare benefits are already 
set by the states, with the fed- 
eral government contributing 
a portion of the expenditures, 
and not a single state has 
benefit levels that even begin 
to approach the artificially low 
poverty line. In Alabama and 
Mississippi, welfare benefits 
come to an incredible 17 per- 
cent of the poverty line. ; 

Instead of shifting more 
social welfare power to the 
states, true reform would 
establish nationwide min- 
imum standards. 

Another idea favored by the 
committee, according to 
press accounts, is for a “work- 
fare’ provision requiring 
recipients to work off their 
grants in public service jobs. 

Welfare recipients. want to 
work, but workfare is a poor 
substitute for a human 
resource program that creates 
meaningfulemployment 
opportunities.

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Former Columbus resident, William Sawyer, earns doctorate

DENTON, Texas -- He has 
been compared to the likes of 
motivational speaker Zig Ziglar 
by people most affected by his 
level of high energy. Most peo- 
ple would agree his name is 
synonymous with motivation, 
and you might be hard pressed 
finding someone with nothing 
nice to say about him. 

He has earned the respect of 
almost everyone he has come 
in contact with and has held 
many titles during his 31 years. 
In August, William Gregory 
Sawyer will add “doctor” to 
that list. 

The Sawyer name is not 
unfamiliar to the Columbus 
area. Several housing struc- 
tures bear the name of William 
Leslie Sawyer, assistant direc- 
tor of the Columbus Metropoli- 
tan Housing Authority and 
father of the doctoral candi- 
date. : 

Sawyer'’s mother, Betty, of 
317 N Nelson Rd., still works as 
a contracting officer for the 
Defense Construction Suppiy 
Center in Columbus. His sister, 
Leslie, works for the city of 
Columbus and sister, Deborah, 
works for a consulting firm in 
the Columbus area. 

Sawyer received much of his 
early education in military 
schools. From 1966-68, he 
attended St. Aloysius Military 
Academy where he became the 
first black to make Captain, the 
highest rank at the schocl. 

“I'm really glad | had an 
opportunity to attend an insti- 
tution like St. Aloysius. it gave 

«me an opportunity to practice 
what my parents had already 
taught me,” he said. 

“Possibly one of the greatest 
experiences in my lifé was 
being selected as the first black 
captain at St. Aloysius in 1968. 
It really took some courages 
individuals. to take such a 
major stand in such turbulent 
times,” he said. 

Thenext four years were 
spent at Howe Military School 
in. Howe, Ind., where’ Sawyer 
compiled an impressive list of 


honors in-sports and service- 
oriented activities. He received 
the John Haverly Award at the 
school as outstanding sports- 
man of the year. He was a four- 
year letterman in track and was 
voted most valuable athlete his 
junior and senior years. 

Sawyer was greatly influ- 
enced by former Olympian 
Jesse Owens.“! met him at a 
father/son banquet during my 
freshman year,” he said. “My 
father had passed away the 
year before and Mr. Owens sat 
next to me during the banquet. 
it really ment a lot to me. A lot 
of my positive attitude comes 
from having know- Jesse 
Owens.” 

Sawyer was on the school’s 
honor roll three years and 
served on the school's news- 
paper, student association, 
varsity club and drill team 
before graduating in 1972. 

He attended Eastern Michi- 
gan College in 1972-73 on a 
football and track scholarship 
before transferring to Moun- 
tain Union College in Alliance, 
Ohio the Following year .He 
became interested in commun- 
ications at Mountain Union 
and wrote and edited for the 
school paper and literary mag- 


azine. He was vice president of’ 


the student association, 
chaired the appeals board and 
homecoming committee and 
acted in numerous school 
plays. 

He was forced-to sit out his 
sophomore year in track 
because of National Collegiate 
Association rules concerning 
transfers of athletes, but com- 
‘pleted during: his junior and 
senior year. 

‘He competed in the NCAA 
Division 3 National Track Meet 
in 1976 but tore a hamstring 
muscle during the 400 meter 
hurdles event ending his com- 
petitive athletic career. “| was 
pretty depressed after that,” he 
said. “I had thought there 
might have been an opportun- 
ity to compete in the 1976 
Olympics in Montreal.

pm. and lately the 5 a.m. hour 
seems to be arriving sooner 
and sooner. 

Willis attended the Colum- 
bus Public Schools, graduat- 
ing from East High School in 
1944. He taught science and 
mathematics from 1953-1960 
at Champion Junior High 
School. 

Willis said Champion was his 
wraining ground in education. 
“That's where | learned to 
teach and get along with peo- 
ple and learned an apprecia- 
tion for education.” 

Willis spent 26 years in the 
system as an administrator: 2 
years as assistant principal at 
Champion, 9 yéars as principal 
at Champion, and 15 years as 
principal at East High. 

He credits his endurance to 
his love of young people. 
“You've got to love young peo- 
ple to be effective as an educa- 
tor, notlike them but love them. 
It's not just a job, you must 
want to educate the children.” 

The key, Willis said, to get- 
ting along with youth is “Be 
fair. It doesn't matter if they are - 
Black, white, or purple, be 
honest and let them know that 
you Care. It works on any- 
body.” 

“Never yell at youngsters. 


When you get through yelling 
it's not effective. 

Will's credits the teachers 
and administrators at East 
High with making his job eas- 
ier. “I've been fortunate to sur- 
round myself with good people 

‘and get out of the way and let 
them work. It’s team work. East 
High is East High because of 
team work, not Ed Willis.” 

“| think of East High as being 
a family of teachers, students, 
and family. People have gone 
beyond the call of duty to make 
my job easier.” 

Discipline, Willis believes, is 
important in maintaining a 
well-run school. He does not 
allow students to wear shorts 
to school, sunglasses, halter 
tops or hats. He believes that 
children are in school to get an 
education and nothing should 
distract them. 

Willis found that open lunch 
periods at East. High didn't 
work, so he closed them. Fight- 
ing in school is an automatic 
ten-day suspension. When Wil- 
lis calls a student body assem- 
bly, the students file into the 
auditorium without talking. 
Willis said he has been told that 
in 1986 with 1300 students, it 
couldn't be done. There is no 


particular reason for his 


request for silence, Willis said, 
just a test in discipline. 

in 1977 Willis instituted a pol- 
icy that has since been copied 
by the Dayton Public School 
System. He felt that parents 
weren't seeing their child's 
report cards, so he instituted a 
rule ‘requiring parents to pick 
them up at school. 

Another program started by 
Willis, the Family Plan, 
required teachers to visit the 
homes of students. A variety of 
reasons caused the program to 
end, but Willis said some of the 
teachers reported that they 
were scared to enter the 
homes. 

“How can you teach a child 
when you're afraid?” Willis 
said, he tells his teachers, “if 
you'd visit some of the stu- 
dent's homes, you'd give the 
kid an A for just getting out of 
the house.” 

When the Columbus Public 
School System w as ordered to 
desegregate in 1980, nation- 
wide attentiuon focused on 
East High School. In 1979 the 
school had a population of 
1400 Blacks and 8 white 
students. 

Racial strife was expected at 
the school but Willis said, “We 
had a minimum amount of con- 


The resigned board mem- 
bers had been working on a 
sale of the facilities, which 
include a shopping center and 
376 apartments, to an Okla- 
homa City investment syndi- 
cate that wished to purchase 
the property. 

The sale, reportedly for $18 
million, would have allowed 
the f:DC enough money to pay 
its debts and make repairs to 
the facilities. 

Under terms of the agree- 
ment, which apparently had 
received tentative approval 
from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, the buyers would receive 
certain tax benefits, and the 
NDC could, after several years, 
regain control of the property. 

However, -as it presently 
stands, according to Harris, 
the major options are either 
bankruptcy or HUD stepping in 
to control the project.
